G.S.R. 707. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules relating 
to class II posts in the office of the National Academy of Administration, 
namely: — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the National Academy of Adminis- 
tration (Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1961. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to Class II Posts in the Office of the 
National Academy of Administration. 

3. Classification, scale of pay, method of recruitment, age limit, etc.— The 
classification of the said posts, the scale of pay attached thereto, the method of 
recruitment, the age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said

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posts shall be as specified in columns 4 to 13 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Sche- 
duled Tribes and other special categories, in accordance with the orders issued 
from time to time by the Government of India. 

4. Disqualification. — (1) No person shall be qualified for appointment to any 
of the said posts unless he is — 

(a) a citizen of India; or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim; or 

(c) a subject of former French possessions in India in whose favour a 

certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of India; 
or 

(d) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from Pakistan with the 

intention of permanently settling in India and in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of India. 

(2) Where a candidate belonging to the category mentioned in clause (d) 
of sub-rule ( 1 ) has been appointed to any of the said posts, he shall be eligible 
to hold the post only for a period of one year from the date of appointment, 
unless within that period he becomes a citizen of India. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), a subject of Nepal 

or of a Portuguese possession in India shall also be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts if a certificate of eligibility is issued in his favour by the 
Government of India. 1 

(4) (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who having a spouse 
living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by reasons of its 
taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment 
to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this sub- 
rule.

54 of the Territorial Councils Act, 1956 (103 of 1956), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, the same having been previously published as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 54 of the Baid Act, namely: — 

THE TERRITORIAL COUNCILS (PAYMENT OF TAXES) RULES 1961 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Territorial Councils (Payment of 
Taxes) Rules, 1961, 

2. Computation of the share of Territorial Council.— The share of the taxes 

payable to a Territorial Council under section 36 of the Territorial Councils Act, 
1956, in each financial year shall be finally computed with reference to the net 
proceeds of such taxes. Any further sum due, or any excess payment made, to 
a Territorial Council shall be paid to, or recovered from it, ap the case may bo, 
in the financial year in which the charges of collection are certified by the Central 
Government. 

3. Time of payment. — The Territorial Council’s share of thejaxes shall be paid 
to it in two instalments, the first in October and the second in March of every 
financial year. 

4. Amount of instalment. — The first instalment in any financial year shall be 
equal to forty per cent of the Territorial Council’s share of the taxes as in the 
budget estimates for that year and the second instalment shall be equal to its 
share of the taxes as in the revised estimates for that year, less the sums already 
paid in that year.

G.S.R. 712. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of the Govern- 
ment Savings Certificates Act, 1959 ( 46 of 1959), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Post Office Savings Certificates Rules, 
I960, namely: — 

1. These Rules may be called the Post Office Savings Certificates (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1961. 

2. In rule 14 of the Post Office Savings Certificates Rules (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), after sub-rule (1), the following notes shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

"Note I. — A thumb impression or mark shall not be accepted in lieu of 
signature under this sub-rule. 

Note II. — In the case of joint B type certificates, if one of the joint holders 
is literate and the other illiterate, an identity slip may be issued 
bearlqg the signature of the literate holder only, provided that a 
written request is made jointly by both the holders in this behalf 
and the illiterate holder is identified to the satisfaction of the postal 
authorities.” 

3. In rule 19 of the said rules, to sub-rule (1), the following proviso shall be

G.S.R. 720. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely: 

1, Short title.— These rules may be called the Central Drugs Laboratory 
(Class III and Class IV Posts) Recruitment Amendment Rules; 1961, 

2. In the Central Drugs Laboratory (Class III and Class IV Posts) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1959, in the Schedule, under the heading ‘Class III Posts’, 

(1) in item number 11 relating to Assistant Bacteriologist, for the entry in. 
Column 10, the following entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

“M.B.B.S. Degree or Degree in Chemistry or Biochemistry or Microbiology 
of a recognised university with 6 months’ to one year’s experience- 
in Microbiological assay preferably of antibiotics and vitamins. 

Desirable. — Experience of modern instrumental analysis like Spectrophotome- 
try, knowledge of Chromatographic techniques and methods of culture of micro- 
organism".; 

2. For the footnote in the Schedule under the heading 'Class III Posts’ and! 
‘Class IV Pasts’ relating to plural marriage, the following footnote shall be 
substituted, namely — 

“(a) No person who has more than one wife living or who having a spouse 
living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by reason 
of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be 
eligible for appointment to service; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage Is void by reason of the husband having 
a wife living at the time of such marriage or who haa married a 
person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall 
be eligible for appointment to service; 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

G.g.R 721. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian 
Boilers Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), the Central Boilers Board hereby makes the- 
following further amendments in the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, the same- 
having been previously published as required by sub-section (1) of section 31 of 
the said Act, namely: — 

1. These Regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Thirteenth Amendment > 
Regulations, 1961. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, for each of the regulations 42, 46, 51 
and 56, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘‘Each tube shall be tested at the makers’ works and shall withstand ai 
hydraulic pressure of 14 times the design pressure, subject to a 
minimum of 70 kg/sq. cm. (1,000 lbs. per sq. inch).’’
